morning at Its editorial offices and 
the entire plant closed. This paper 
was Arias' organ.

In a special message he also left 


the door open for further revision 
later to wipe out another major 
prohibition, that preventing Amer- 
ican cargo ships to travel to bellig- 
erent ports. 


Saying that Adolf Hitler "has 


offered a challenge which we as 
American! can not and will not 
tolerate," the president said: 


"We will not let Hitler prescribe 
the waters of the world on which 
our^shlps may travel. The Ameri- 
can flag is not going to be driven 
from the seas either by his subma- 
rines, his airplanes, or his threats. 


Ambition of Madmen. 


"We can not permit the affirma- 


tive defense of our rights to be 
annulled and diluted by sections of 
the neutrality act which have no 
realism in the light 'of unscrupu- 
lous ambition of madmen. 


"We Americana have determined 
our course.

had the salution and conclusion In 
friendly, personal phrases.) 


Early added there was no reason 


why the letter should not have been 
released generally in Moscow since 
it was not regarded here as "con- 
fidential." 
t\ The official German news agen- 
//cy, DNB, raised the curtain on the 


mystery in Berlin yesterday by dis- 
tributed the purported text of Mr. 
Roosevelt's communication. 


Some time later, the White House 
released the text here, and Invited 
comparison of it with the ver- 
Dn that DNB was circulating. 
"When 
such a comparison 
Is 
»ad«," til* White Heuas itaUmsnt 


said, "the propaganda objectives 
of the Nazi action become very 
clear." 


A comparison disclosed that the 


wording of the body of both texts 
was identical, except for an occa- 
sional phrase here and there In the 
DNB version—and such variations 
were reported to be due largely to 
translation. 


There were two very pointed dif- 


ferences, however. Where the sa- 
lution In the White House text was 
"My Dear Mr. Stalin," the unoffi- 
cial translation of DNB's version 
had it "My Dear Friend Stalin." 
Similarly with 
the 
conclusion- - 


"Yours very 
sincerely" 
for the 


White House, and "yours in friend- 
ship" for DNB. 


The White House apparently re- 


ferred to these differences when 
it spoke of Nazi "propaganda ob- 
jectives."

Its effect was 
to suspend such non-essential build- 
ing for the duration of the emerg- 
ency, SPAB officials said. 
The ruling carried the Implica- 
tion that the

headed by Donald M. Nelson, but 
using its priority power to deny 
materials to projects It considers 
unessential, 
could

Works Projects approved by con- 
gresi. 
In such a case, It would permit 


exercise of a virtual veto power 
to halt action on one project ap- 
proved by congress while permit- 
ting another project contained in 
the same legislations to go ahead. 


The SPAB announcement said 


the new policy means that two 
lasts will be applied hereafter to 
every building project:

27. Union sources said their wage 
demands were a 10-ccnt increase 
in the present basic scale of U to 
BO cents an hour. 


Construction of the government's 


$8,000,000 San Jaclnto (Texas) ord- 
nance depot was at a standstill to- 
day because of an AFL. strike, but 
some progress was achieved to- 
ward settlement of a similar strike 
at an $11,000,000 ordnance project 
near Texarkana, in the same state. 


Another AFL strike halted steel 


making at the South'a largest mill, 
near Birmingham, Ala. 


Work on the San Jaclnto Job

This season started out as a rec- 


ord-breaking qulot season, with no 
disturbance reported in the obser- 
vation area until Sept. 1, when a 
squall area developed in the West- 
ern Gulf, but died out before de- 
veloping Into a real storm. 


So far there have been only three 


disturbances to develop hurricane 
strength, and only two of these 
touched land in the continental 
United States. 


The first hurricane of the sea- 


son developed Sept. 18 In tho cen- 
tral gulf and struck the Gulf Coast 
of 
Texas 
with 
full hurricane 


moving up the Mississippi 


Valley and developing high winds 
as far as tho groat lakes. 


Tho second hurricane developed 


Sept. 24 In tho Caribbean but lost 
Us force as it crossed the Yucatan 
Peninsula and died out In the west 
gulf. 


The only other blow to qualify 
as a hurricane—with winds of sev- 
enty-five miles per hour and over 
—was tho storm which developed 
near Puerto

special order of the day Issued by 
Hitler a week ago at the start of 
the new offensive, declaring:

R will hit the enemy 
destructively and with It the in- 
stigator of the entire war, England 
herself.

WINTER GROWTH FOR EAST 
TEXAS SOIL IMPROVEMENT 
WILL MOSTLY BE OF VETCH 


COtiLEGE STATION, 
Oct. 9.— 


(SpU— An estimated 1.000,000 Ibs. 
of winter legume 
seed, 
mostly 


vetch, will bo planted 
In East 
Texas this fall, flays E. A. Miller, 
agronomist of the Texas Exten- 
sion Service. 
In addition to the 


vetch a considerable acreage of 
Austrian winter peas and bur clo- 
ver also will be planted. 


Miller, who participated in a re- 


cent series of educational meet- 
ings, says it looks like east Texas 
farmers finally will enter upon a 
definite soil Improvement program 
•with winter legumes to 
increase 


their acre yields and profits. He 
points out that in experiments at 
College Station 
cotton 
following 


inoculated and fertilized vetch was 
increased 43 per cent by plowing 
under an average of five tons an 
acre of green vines. In similar ex- 
periments at the Nacogdochea sub- 
station a 44 per cent increase of 
cotton was obtained with seven to 
eight tons an acre of green vines 
ployed under and 58 to 65 per cent 
with six to-seven tons of vines at 
Tyler. 
The vines contained from 


80 to 125 pounds of nitrogen. 


It is essential to inoculate the 


seed, except bur clover when plant- 
ed in the burs, and to use at least 
100 to 200 pounds of 20 per cent 
superphosphate or its 
equivalent 


to the acre, Miller says. Without 
this treatment winter legumes sel- 
dom are successful on sandy land. 


Inoculation of the seed with bac- 


terial culture which may be ob- 
tained from seed dealers, makes it 
possible for the legumes to utilize 
nitrogen from the air by the ac- 
tion of the bacteria in the nodules 
on the roots. 
The phosphate is 


necessary for good legume growth, 
and most of the phosphate 
and 


nitrogen will be available to pro- 
duce larger crops the next season 
if the legumes are turned under. 


Seed producticn of winter »le- 


gumes Is sufficiently promising' to 
justify 
farmers 
planting 
seed 


plots. Miller points out that this 
ii of first importance on account 
of the present scarcity of winter 
legume seed. 
Yields of from 200 


to 600 pounds of vetch seed have 
been reported by farmers In east 
Texas. 
The production of more 


legume seed by farmers should re- 
sult in a greatly expanded acreage 
of legumes for soil improvement 
larger yields and greater profits.

"Wo are faced," the president

Need Quick Action.

"I believe that It is essential to 


the proper defense of our country 
that we cease giving tha definite 
assistance which we are now giv- 
ing to the aggressors.

"It Is time for this country to 
stop playing Into Hitler's hands 
and to unshackle our own." 


Mont of Goods Delivered.
